LONDON, April 29, (4:36 a.m.)—The Dublin rebels have been 
driven out of their positions in St. Stephens Green with bombs after 
sustaining heavy losses, says the Daily News. 

KINGSTON, Ireland, April 29, via London, 4:55—Four hundred 
Irish rebels were made prisoners when the troops captured St. Steph- 
ens Green and drove them out with bombs. 

BELFAST, April 28—Liberty Hall, the headquarters of the Sinn 
Kein Society in Dublin was shelled by a gunboat during the rioting 
carly this week in the Lrish capital, according to official statements 
given out here. The first intimation of the outbreak in Dublin was 
received here yesterday. Telegraph and telephone communication be- 
tween Belfast and Dublin is still impared, 

The Belfast News Letter today says it is understood the post of- 
fice at Dublin has been retaken by the inilitary forces. 

CORK, via London, April 29, (4:40 a.m.)—A committee of Dublin 
Sinn Feiners arrived here by automobile today and held a seeret con- 
ference with local leaders. Later the committee was arrested at Lim- 
erick by the military before they had a chance to confer with the 
leaders there, 

LONDON, April 28—'The military operations for the suppres- 
sion of the rebellion in Dublin are proceeding satisfactorily,’ says a 
communication issued late last night, by Field Marshal Sir John 
French, commanding the home forces. 

‘‘What may be declared as the organized forces of the rebels,” 
the communication adds, ‘‘are confined to a few localities, the princi- 
pal one being the Sackville street district, in which the rebel jead- 
quarters appear to be the general post office. The cordon of troops 
around this district has been drawn closer and the rebels in this lo- 
cality are now confined behind their line of barricades. 

‘Considerable damage was caused by fires on the 27th and a 
large fire is still burning in Sackville street. In other parts of Ireland 
the principal centres of disturbances are in County Galway and in En- 
niscourthy, Disturbances also are reported at Killarney, Clonmel, 
and Gorey. The other parts of Ireland appear normal.’’ The general 
trend of the report indicates that the disturbances are local in char- 
ucter.

What are full neutral rights? It is 
easy to define them in terms applic- 
able to times of peace, They are the 
ordinary relations which obtain be- 
tween independent nations regulating
